“Will Londoners eventually be- 
come blind?” is a question that has 
puzzled me eversincel arrived here 
three weeks ago (says a South 
African, writing in the London 
Evening News.) In South Africa, 
especially up country, one scarcely | ‘ 
ever comes across a spectacle 
wearer from one year’s end to an- 
other, But Londoners are a very
